Coleman Legion 
Starting Drive 
For New Building 

In keeping with the local Ca¬ 
nadian Legion’s policy to con¬ 
tinue working for the benefit of 
all ex-servicemen since the 1st 
great war, and with a record of 
being more progressive than at 
any time previously, and with 
the hope and expectancy that 
the response of ex-servicemen 
and members will assist it to be¬ 
come of greater service to the 
community, it has last week 
mailed to local members and ex- 
servicemen a circular outlining 
its desire to enlarge the present 
Legion hall as well, as improve 
the premises and grounds. 

Following the mailing of this 
letter, it has been decided that 
all ex-service men will be cam¬ 
paigned commencing on Mon¬ 
day next, May 23 in the desire 
to raise the necessary money to 
commence the planned work. 

It has been felt by officers of 
Coleman Branch that the de¬ 
sire of all members and ex-ser¬ 
vice men will be behind the Le¬ 
gion to further its efforts and 
that the desire to raise the min¬ 
imum objective of $3000.00 will 
be fully instituted. 

Briefly the desire of the local 
branch of the Legion is to bor¬ 
row from every member and ex- 
service man a sum of $25.00 at 
no interest, or at the interest of 
3% if the sum of money borrow¬ 
ed should be $50.00 or more. In 
this connection it is also intendi 
ed that a fund shall be set up 
and kept in reserve for the ben¬ 
efit of those lenders who might 
find it urgently necessary to 
withdraw their loan within the 
year. 

If the response of numbers, 
and veterans is as expected, the 
local Legion should in future be 
among the outstanding in the 
province, bringing to this com¬ 
munity all the benefits enjoyed 
by members of the Legion in 
other centres. 

It is hoped by the building 
committee that all those to be 
canvassed will volunteer their 
full moral and financial assist¬ 
ance to keep the Coleman Le¬ 
gion Branch No. 9 to the fore 
in its present and futurely plan¬ 
ned efforts.

Solution of Alberta’s acute 
shortage of school teachers is 
within sight, according to a 
statement released today by 
Hon. Ivan Casey, minister of ed¬ 
ucation. As a result of bursaries 
being offered jointly by school 
divisions and the Alberta Gow- v 
ernment, the shortage will have 
passed its peak in a year’s time, 
it was stated. „ 

The new plan, under which 
successful applicants will be 
granted bursaries of $300 each, 
as well as full payment of tui¬ 
tion fees for the one year couree 
taken at the Calgary or Edmon¬ 
ton Faculty of Education, was 
announced on April 4. Under 
the plan, School Divisions 
throughout Alberta will pay the 
full amount of each bursary 
they authorize. The Division will 
be re-imhjjrsed half of this 
amount by the Province, which 
will also pay the necessary tui¬ 
tion fees. 

Hon. Ivan Casey’s Statement 

‘The Teacher Training Burs¬ 
ary Plan takes the School Div¬ 
ision into full partnership in the 
matter of assisting prospective 
teachers to finance their train¬ 
ing. As previously announced, 
the Government of. Alberta is 
prepared to spend $150,000, as 
its share of the Plan, an amount 
almost double that authorized 
for the same purpose last year. 

’'-Each bursary will be $300,00. 
This will be paid by the School 
Division concerned, which will 
then be re-imbursed by the De¬ 
partment up to one-half the

The results of the 
Bursary Plan would seem to in¬ 
dicate that nlore than this 
number will take advantage of 
the opportunity to complete 
their training for the profession 
thus relieving the shortage at 
least by the 1950-1951 school 
term.” 

One other point upon which 
the School Divisions are to be 
cangratulated is the provision 
for loans. This is apart from the 
Bursary Plan itself, and is un-i 
dertaken on the sole responsi- 
bilityol the Division. Over $50,- 
000 has been already been made 
available to prospective trainees. 
This is in addition to the total 
provided for bursaries. 

The generosity of the Divis¬ 
ions in taking this action signi¬ 
fies their sincerety in making 
an all-out to solve what has 
been a most difficult problem.

Work On Coleman - 
Kananaskis Forestry 
Road Underway 


A crew of about 20 workers, 
employed by the New-West 
Construction Company, has 
been busy during the last two 
weeks getting started on build¬ 
ing the southern portion of the 
Coleman - Kananaskis forestry 
road, following the arrival at 
the North Fork Gap ranger sta¬ 
tion north of Coleman of a con¬ 
siderable amount of road build¬ 
ing equipment. This portion of 
the road is being directed in a 
southernly line toward Coleman 

The crew, according to an of¬ 
ficial of the forestry depart¬ 
ment, will likely be greatly in¬ 
creased as additional equipment 
is arriving every day, and will 
require far more men than were 
being used at present. 

The program this year calls 
for the completion of the fores¬ 
try road from Coleman to Sav- 
annna Creek in the southern 
area and from Kananaskis 
south for about the same dis¬ 
tance. The distance to the Gap. 
as measured by the new road 
survey is about 23 miles north 
of Coleman. 

The new road will not only 
brighten the outlook of the for¬ 
est rangers in the area, but will 
also add greatly to the prospects 
of local fishermen and game 
enthusiastis as it will enable 
them to reach the favorite fish¬ 
ing and game spots by a much 
shorter route, which is at pres¬ 
ent by way of Lundbreck and a 
distance of about 50 miles. 

• Work on the Coleman end of 
the road, of which some 8 miles 
was constructed last year, is ex¬ 
pected to re-commence during 
the next week or so. following 
the run off of the snow which 
has held up operations.

FROM LONDON 

From London there comes in¬ 
creasing evidence that the Bud¬ 
get, an honest attempt by 3ir 
Stafford Cripps to avert nation¬ 
al bankruptcy, leaves the sober 
elements of the Labour Party in 
a hopeless position Sensible 
people realize that the Labour 
Government has now thrown in 
its hand on Socialism; admits 
the failure of its schemes. They 
therefore turn increasingly to 
the Conservatives, despite their 
lack of any platform. 

Communists, on the other 
hand, tend to pick up some of 
the extreme Leftist Socialists, 
since the Communists are now 
the only Party in Britain which 
can preach unlimited distribu¬ 
tion of money by the Govern¬ 
ment, without taxation. There 
will probably be an increasing 
tendency to a split in the La¬ 
bour Party on this issue. 

Municipal election results, 
showing gains by the Conserva¬ 
tives, should not be exaggerated. 
They do show the growing 
weakness of a Socialist Govern¬ 
ment which has failed to carry 
out the fancy promises which ilj 
made.

NUMBER LABOUR- 
MANAGEMENT PRODUCTION 
COMMITTEES INCREASING 

At the beginning of 1949 there 
were 600 Labour—Management 
Production Committees in oper¬ 
ation in Canada; 57 more than 
at the beginning of 1948, it was 
shown by a report of the Lab¬ 
our-Management Co-operation 
Service of the Department of 
Labour, issued April 28 by Hon. 
Humphrey Mitchell, Minister of 
Labour. t 

In the first three months of 
1949, 22 new committees were 
added to the list and 7 delet¬ 
ed making the total 615 at Mar. 
31, 1949. This was a substantial 
increase from the 543 commit¬ 
tees in operation at the begin¬ 
ning of 1948 and showed an in¬ 
creasing recognition by both 
management and labour of the 
mutual benefits to be gained by 
joint consultation on product¬ 
ion problems, Mr. Mitchell 
pointed out. 

The Labour-Management Co¬ 
operation Service, of the Indus¬ 
trial Relations Branch, Dept of 
Labour, sponsors the formation 
of these committees in industry. 

The committees are made up 
of representatives from man¬ 
agement and labour and func¬ 
tion in an advisory capacity on 
all matters affecting industrial 
productive agreements.

In the construction industry 
although there were only two 
committees, 8,840 workers were 
involved. In retail and whole¬ 
sale trade there were seven 
committees involving 1,819 
workers 

The largest representation in 
the transportation industry was 
steam railways, with 103 com¬ 
mittees, involving 51,031 work¬ 
ers.

QUESTION ISSUE OF NEW STAMPS—Canada, which is famous the 
world over for the fine quality of its stamps, has had its reputation ques¬ 
tioned with the issue of a new series of stamps that bear reproductions of 
Dorothy Wilding portraits of the King in civilian dress. Several stamps 
have been issued by Canada in the past three years with errors or ques¬ 
tionable features, but in every case the stamp was otherwis®~a*first-class 
job. In the few five r.ew stamps coming out, only the four-center is up to 
the usual Standard of Canadian stamps, with the five-cent one being just 
fair. The one-cent stamp robs the King’s face of its real strength and 
character. In the two-cent stamp the engraving job done on the portrait 
makes one ear look higher than the other. The three-cent stamp lacks 
shading. The mouth, too, is out of proportion. The color work on most 
of the stamps is also reported to be below the usual Canadian standard. 
These stamps all go on sale June 6. —S.N.S. photo.
